Creek Boulevard Transportation Project. The five year proj- 
ect was completed in April, however, monitoring continues.

We have many more issues that we'll be taking up this year 
and into 2006. Neighborhood Planning will be at the top of our 
list and we hope to bring a working group together that will 
track this for Allandale. Our January General Meeting will cover 
Neighborhood Planning.

Out of 3100 homes, 
under 250 households are current members. We are a volun-

contract for the yard, and the neighbor suggested a code of 
conduct for the renters. Varsity Properties has not yet 
responded to this request. The neighbors have spoken to 
Council Member Brewster McCracken and were told that 
Varsity Properties is operating within the parameters of the 
zoning laws. At present it is acceptable to have six unrelated 
individuals living in a home with two off-street parking 
places. Grace and Kent mentioned that at least some areas 
of College Station have a zoning limit of four unrelated 
individuals in a home. Gretchen proposed that ANA provide 
a letter of support for Grace and Kent to propose to city 
zoning to have the zoning guidelines changed, stating that 
the neighborhood is concerned with a home remodel of this 
nature. Kay motioned that ANA provide Grace and Kent 
with a letter of support, Paul seconded the motion, all voted 
in favor of the motion. 

Paul is looking into a grant from the Park Foundation to be 
used to control the ball moss in the oaks along the Shoal 
Creek area from 2222 to 45th St. Susan and Kay will contact 
landscape companies asking for opinions on how to best 
address the ball moss problem and to find out what the costs 
will be.

Bill Woods put forth a resolution to elect Frances Allen as 
President Emeritus, with a lifetime membership on the 
MONAC Board of Directors for her leadership in inspiring 
the Neighborhood Associations to band together for the 
common good in striving to protect the Neighborhoods 
from encroachment. The membership wholeheartedly 
approved the resolution! 

Bill Woods presented the Election of Officers to the mem- 
bership—Joyce Basciano (Brykerwoods) as President, Art 
Avarkian (Oakmont Heights) as VP #1, and Kay Newell 
(Allandale) as Secretary. The membership approved the nomina- 
tions. The position of VP #2 is still open and Bill 
Woods(osote@austin.rr.com) is accepting volunteers for this 
position— please let him know if you are interested. We are try- 
ing to get as many different neighborhoods involved as possible. 

TxDOT (Texas Department of Transportation) Project 
Manager for the Loop 1 Improvement Study, Joseph 
Carrizales, stated that Mark Herbert is now the TxDOT 
Project Engineer for Loop 1, and that by the end of the 
month the contract with DMJM/Harris 
(www.dmjmharris.com) should be completed. DMJM’s rep- 
resentative for the Loop 1 Improvement Study is John Kelly. 
John was the Project Manager Lead for the North Central 
Expressway and the Kelly Parkway projects. Phase one work 
authorization will include public involvement including city 
leaders, MONAC, community groups, polling, and what is 
acceptable to the MONAC Neighborhoods. CAMPO has 
approved 3 lanes plus one managed lane in each direction; 
this increased capacity allows TxDOT to pursue the installa- 
tion of noise abatement walls. Public involvement, 
MONAC, DMJM, and TxDOT will work together to decide 
how this will best work for the neighborhoods and Austin 
commuters. Future work authorizations will be initiated with 
the completion of each phase. 

Ginger Goodin with the Texas 
Transportation Institute gave a presentation on 
“Concepts of Managed Lanes” (http://man- 
aged-lanes.tamu.edu) . Managed Lanes is an 
overall term for the use of management tools 
and techniques, which are combined to improve 
highway efficiency and meet specific corridor 
and community objectives. The objectives of a 
project determine the way the lanes are man- 
aged. Managed lanes can include HOV/HOT — 
Express Toll Lanes — Exclusive Lanes; with 
active management determining eligibility, 
access control, and pricing — whether dynamic 
or static. These lanes provide travel options, 
time incentives, and more people moving 
through a corridor instead of an increase in 
vehicles. +%

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All About Diapers—Cloth and Pull-ups 


Cathy Savage, csavage@savageartist.com 


wrote an article on choosing cloth diapers over disposable 


about three years ago. I realize I must seem pretty arrogant 
thinking that some of you might be wondering how I fared, 


but here’s an update. 


I used cloth diapers for my son for 18 months then switched 


to disposables, so I saved the earth only halfway through his 
diapering life. I just had another baby and Im going the cloth 
route again (what’s funny is my husband groaned when he 
heard my intentions; interesting, since he never washed a dia- 
per the first go-around).

A Moment in Austin History

he Northeast corner of the intersection of Congress 

Avenue and Pecan (Sixth) Street was the location of the first 
permanent structure in Austin. It was a three-room limestone 
building constructed by Michael Ziller in 1849. The building 
housed Levy and Philipson, dry goods, until 1885. Later ten- 
ants were the Crystal Saloon, Iron Front Saloon (associated 
with famous City Marshall/Gunfighter Ben Thompson). This 
building and others next door east to alley were demolished by 
George Littlefield in preparation for building his brand new 
office building, 

The Littlefield Building was designed in the Beaux Arts style 
by local architect C. H. Page, Jr. in 1910. The exterior was com- 
prised of stone brick and terra cotta. The interior was finished 
with marble, bronze, brass, mahogany and oak. A spring was 
discovered on the sight during excavation and that fresh water 
was cooled and piped throughout the building into all 336 
offices. Every floor had an outlet for a central vacuum cleaning 
system. The plan of the building was a Block “E” to allow for 
two ventilation shafts to allow natural light and fresh air into all 
work spaces. Mail chutes and the first electrically operated ele- 
vators were also part of the attractions for the mostly profes- 
sional tenants. The elevators had counters and there were 
enough trips up and down in the building to add up to the dis- 
tance from the building to the town of Buda. Before the first 
yeat of operation was over, the Littlefield building became the 
hub of Austin’s financial activity.

The rooftop open-air garden with facilities for dining, con- 
cert and theatre was the first in the Austin area. It was modeled 
after the famous Madison Square Garden in New York City. 
The space was covered with a pergola-style structure and pro- 
vided space for elegant entertaining, A two-reeler moving pic- 
ture, an orchestra and a parade of girls with decorated doll car- 
riages helped celebrate the opening of the roof garden in June 
of 1912. There was even a searchlight that could be seen as far 
as twelve miles away. Three years later, the Major, feeling the 
need for more commercial space, removed the roof garden 
and added another floor, making the Littlefield building the 
tallest in the city. 

Major Littlefield owned the Driskill Hotel to the east of his 
new building and had started the American National Bank in the 
Hotel. He moved the bank into the ground floor when the 
building was completed. ‘The bank lobby was decorated with 
murals of ranch life and two bronze doors were placed at the 
corner entrance for the bank. Texas sculptor Daniel Webster cre- 
ated the plaster models for the doors on Barton Springs Road, 
which were later cast by Tiffany’s in New York. The doors meas- 
ured 104” by 6’ 9” and weighed 5,000 pounds. After the doors 
were installed, the Major noticed the longhorns sculpted on the 
door lacked his LFD brand so he ordered it to be chiseled onto 
the cows. When the American National Bank moved in 1954, 
the doors were given to University of Texas and today are dis- 
played in Ashbel Smith Hall on West Seventh St. +%

it if they are interested in using positive methods and if they 
recognize that behavioral change is a process. 

That being the case, and to keep our dogs safe and accepted 
in the community, those of us with dogs need to act 
responsibly and we need to comply with the law. 
That way we can all live together harmoniously and 
respectfully. I have learned that when people are not 
responsible with their dogs, the dogs typically end 
up paying the price—often with their lives.) 

There is a leash law in Austin so dogs should 
not be running loose ever unless they are in a des- 
ignated off-leash area. We have some terrific off- 
leash areas for dogs and I can share that info if 
folks are interested. 

Off-leash dogs present lots of problems and are 
at serious risk of being hit by a car or losing their 
lives/homes secondary to a bad incident. If an off-leash dog 
runs happily up to anyone regardless of age who does not wel- 
come them or who does not know how to relate to them, 
injuries can ensue and I know of dogs who have inadvertently 
scratched people with their nails who have ended up in quaran- 
tine because it was not certain whether the injury was from a 
tooth or a nail. Austin’s/Travis County’s new dangerous dog 
ordinance is particularly hard (and expensive) on dogs and their 
people who may be construed, because of perceived threat, to 
be dangerous. It could actually end up seriously affecting your 
homeowner’s insurance. Many of us with dogs also know that 
while their dog may enjoy interactions with strange dogs when

off-leash, that same dog while on-leash may become ferocious- 
ly defensive and injuries to both dogs and the person holding 
the leash may ensue. While I am not a lawyer, I suspect that if 
your dog is off leash where it should be contained or on leash 
and it fights with a leashed dog and injuries ensue, the liability 
to you may be quite significant and, again, your dog 
may end up in quarantine if the human is injured. 

If your dog is an escape artist, I would be 
happy to talk with you about how to address this. 
It really isn’t too tricky. This includes escapes 
under and over fences and out front doors!! I am 
also happy to talk with folks about crate training 
in a fun way... really! 

Still other issues related to loose dogs include 
their getting into garbage cans. This can become 
habitual behavior with dogs and the neighbors who 
are the victims often quite understandably become 
frustrated and sometimes do illegal things in retri- 
bution, things that could be the end of your dog. 

Another issue is the mauling and killing of cats who run 
free. Some folks say that their dog(s) won’t potty in their 
own yards. I have some suggestions for that, too. 

As far as reminding yourself to take a plastic bag to pick 
up your dog’s poop; try putting a basket or flower pot or 
some other reasonably appealing container on your porch, by 
the leashes. Put the bags in there. 

Everyone, take care, and those of you who are lucky 
enough to share your life with a dog, go give them a hug!

Wasps can be dangerous though; female 
wasps are capable of stinging multiple times with a modified 
egg-laying structure. 

There are various kinds of wasps found around or near 
the home. Paper wasps are usually reddish-brown with yel- 
low markings. Their nest is made from chewed wood fibers 
and hangs from a single filament. Nests have a single layer of 
hexagonal cells in which young develop. Paper wasp nests 
usually have 20-30 adults. Yellowjackets are often confused 
with paper wasps. Yellowjackets are yellow with black mark- 
ings. Their nest is constructed from paper-like material and is 
completely enclosed except for a single opening. Typically 
yellowjacket nests are located within the ground, but can 
sometimes be aerial. Yellowjacket nests can have 10-20,000 
workers depending on the size and maturity of the nest. 
Mud daubers come in a variety of colors, from black with 
yellow markings, to iridescent blue-black. They have a very 
slender, thread-like waist. Mud daubers are solitary and build 
nests out of a mud-like substance. 


Control Hints: 

Only control wasps that are a threat; if they are nesting 
away from the structure, leave them be as they are beneficial. 
Paper wasp nests can be treated with a contact kill pesti- 

cide; treat nest in the evening when wasps have returned 


from foraging; remove nest once wasps are dead. 
Underground nests are best treated using a dust; dust the

Pharaoh Ants

haraoh ants are also known as sugar ants or piss ants. These 
Pints are very small, yellowish-orange with the abdomen 
being darker. Pharaoh ants are associated with human habita- 
tion because they are dependent upon artificial heating. These 
ants are often found in kitchens and bathrooms since they 
require a moisture source for survival. They have been found 
nesting in light sockets/ electrical outlets, potted plants, wall 
voids, behind baseboards and in attics. 

Pharaoh ants tend to have large colonies that multiply by 
“budding.” Budding is where groups of workers leave the 
nest with brood (eggs, larvae and pupae) and move to a new 
nest site. Queens may also move to the new site, if not, 
workers can rear new queens from the brood. 

Pharaoh ants feed on a variety of foods, preferring grease, 
meats and sweets. These ants enjoy mint apple jelly which 
you can use to your advantage and make your own bait (2 
level tablespoons of boric acid powder to 10 oz. mint apple 
jelly). This bait can be placed out using soda straws cut into 
2” pieces. Place baits where ants are foraging and don’t wipe 
away their chemical trails.

45th Street Utility and 


Reconstruction Project

he 45th Street Utility and Reconstruction Project between 

Division Drive (just west of MoPac) and Airport 
Boulevard will begin September 21, 2005. Traffic control 
was installed beginning Friday evening, May 20, about 7pm 
(after peak traffic) and continue over the weekend. Work 
commenced Saturday, May 21 at two locations of the road- 
way. 


45th and Bull Creek: 

On September 21, the water line work will begin at this 
intersection and be performed in the intersection on week- 
ends at 7am.The lanes will be reduced from four to two 
lanes. The intersection will reopen to full service each 
Monday at 6am. 


During the week, crews worked on installing the water line 


from Bull Creek to Placid Place, between 9am to 4pm six to 
seven days/week. 

Once this relatively short run of water line is completed, 
street construction will begin between Bull Creek and 
Division Street. 


45th and Clarkson Ave: 

Also over the September 21st weekend, wastewater line 
work will start on Clarkson Avenue, south of 45th Street. 
Clarkson will be closed to traffic from 45th Street south for 
about 100LF. Clarkson traffic in this area will be detoured.

pper Shoal-Spicewood Branch at Foster Lane 
Sanitary Sewer System 

Please be advised that, Jay Reese Construction is proceed- 
ing with construction westward from Shoal Creek Blvd to 
Great Northern Blvd along Foster Lane. With this construc- 
tion the Contractor will be installing an 8-inch and a 24-inch 
pipeline. Foster Lane will continue to be one way for east 
bound traffic from Great Northern Blvd. to Shoal Creek 
Blvd. until mid September, when construction is projected to 
be completed, weather permitting. 

Simultaneously, the Contractor will again be working in 
the area from Shoal Creek Blvd. to Rockwood Drive starting 
Monday July 18, 2005. This segment of Foster Lane will be 
closed off to traffic and the anticipated re-opening, weather 
permitting, is Friday July 29, 2005. A segment of pipeline did 
not pass inspection and testing and will be re-installed. You 
may have noticed a lull in construction activity due to the 
recent rain. This is also in part due to the failed segment east 
of Shoal Creek Boulevard. Jay-Reese Construction and the 
ACWP staff have been re-evaluating construction methods 
to better suit the ground conditions found in this particular 
segment, and facilitate a successful pipeline installation. 
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Upper Shoal—Lower Hancock Sanitary Sewer System 
Improvements 

Please be advised that, Laughlin-Thyssen, Ltd. is proceed- 
ing with construction at Hilwin Circle. Construction on 
Hilwin Circle will entail installing a wastewater controlled 
drop structure (Vortex) for an existing 48-inch wastewater 
line and an 8-inch line for residential services. Approximately 
150 feet of the 48-inch pipeline proposed will be hand tun- 
neled. The benefit of hand tunneling is the method gener- 
ates much less noise and dust, than tunneling machinery. 
Construction on Hilwin Circle has an estimated duration 
from August to November, weather permitting. Once the 
controlled drop structure and tunnel construction are com- 
pleted, approximately 1,300 feet of 8-inch line will be con- 
structed in Hilwin Circle and continue southward on Shoal 
Creek Boulevard to 46th Street. In a couple of weeks follow- 
ing the start of the Hilwin Circle construction, a wastewater 
junction box will be installed at the intersection of Shoal 
Creek Blvd and 49th Street. This will require traffic to be 
detoured along Burnet road from Hancock Drive to 45th 
Street. 


Check out www.allandalereporter.org 
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From the intersection of Shoal Creek Blvd and 49th 
Street, the Contractor will install approximately 3,900 feet of 
18-inch wastewater line northward along Crestmont Drive 
and crossing Hancock Drive, Burnet Road and North Loop 
Boulevard replacing an existing 15-inch pipeline. The seg- 
ment in the right-of-way of Crestmont Drive will be open 
cut with an average depth of 16 feet. The majority of the 
seoment north of Hancock Drive will be bored. The bores 
will allow construction activity to go under areas saturated 
with existing utilities and limit the construction impacts to 
roadways with heavy traffic. The bores in the northern por- 
tion of the project will also limit disturbance within the 
streambed and historic trees along the stream banks. The 
estimated construction duration for the entire project is from 
August 2005 to June 2006. 

Please note that the north and east side of the Yarborough 
Library will be used for construction staging for the duration 
of the project and parking will be limited. We ask that library 
patrons park on Lynnwood Street or Shoalwood Avenue 
when library events require overflow parking. Signage for a 
pedestrian crosswalk will be installed across Hancock Drive 
for pedestrian access to the library. At the final stage of the 
project the Contractor will repave and restripe the entire 
Yarborough Library parking lot. 


General Information 
Signs will continue to be posted on the surrounding roads 
to show detours around the construction. For more informa- 


tion regarding detours, you may visit the city’s construction 
awareness website for this project. To access this site, go to 
http://www.ci.austin.tx.us/ca/central.cfm and click on the 
symbol corresponding to this project. There will be a tab 
labeled “Routes & Closures” which shows a map of the site 
and specific road closures.

uring the night of July 30th a cat disappeared without a 
Dice from its home at Hancock and Strass Drive on the 
bank of Shoal Creek. The cat was old and frail but he was 
eating well. He was totally blind so he did not venture more 
than a few feet from the back door of the house. The yard 
and creek banks were searched over the next few days. No 
remains were found or smelled. No vultures have been seen 
up or downstream on Shoal Creek, which is a common 
sight when there is carrion in the vicinity. Feral dogs would 
not have carried the cat far off to devour it. However, a 
coyote would carry its prey back to a den, perhaps miles 
away, to feed kits or share with the pack. 

Even though no physical sighting of a coyote occurred, 
nothing else fits the circumstances of the cat’s disappearance. 
Area residents may not have thought that a coyote would 
travel the creek so far into town or be so brazen as to come 
right up to someone’s door to capture prey, especially with a 
dog tethered only a few feet away. I believe the circum- 
stances indicate that this is what happened. Another note: 
coyotes ate not necessarily nocturnal in their hunting. I hope 
that people will take warning on behalf of small pets. +%
